Slayings Said 
Work Of Team 


Panel Believes 
Number Of Dead 
Impossible For 1 


LOS A N G E L E S ÍA P ) — A 
panel of two psyc’ .trists and a 
psychologist says the slaying of 
actress Sharon Tate and four 
others at her Bel Air home must 
have been the work of more 
than one person. 
The panel also concluded in a 
report Friday to Coroner Thom 
as Noguchi that drugs were in­ 
volved in the slayings. It did not 
elaborate. 
Both conclusions agreed with 
police views. 
Noguchi told a news confer­ 
ence the panel considered theo­ 
ries that one of the killers was a 
woman and that the slayings 
were part of a death ritual. 
The evidence, Noguchi said, 
makes it unlikely that a woman 
was one of the killers. But he 
said a “ possibility still exists’ 
the murders stemmed from a 
ritual that went too far ?nd 
forced one or more persons into 
an induced paranoia. 
Miss Tate, wife of film direc­ 
tor Roman Polansky. was found 
slain at her home Aug. 0 along 
with hair stylist Ja v Sebring, 
coffee heiress Abigail Folger, 
Polish 
producer Voitvck Fro- 
kowski and 19-vear-o!d Stephen 
Parent. 


“ It is verv difficult to under­ 
stand how one person would be 
able to accomplish a mass kill­ 
ing,” the coroner said. 
“ Two, possibly . . . three. But 
the more the number it becomes 
there would be a certain group 
inhibition It is rather difficult 
for them (a larger group) to ac­ 
complish the typo of injury pat­ 
terns found on the bodies.” 


Find Stone Age Indian Tribe 
Living In Colombian Jungle 


N EW YO RK (A P ) - An ex­ 
pert on South American Indians 
says a tribe found in a remote 
Colombian jungle seems to be 
living in the Stone Age and 
speaks an unknown language. 
Dr. Robert L. Careiro, cura­ 
tor of South American ethnology 
at the American Museum of 
Natural History, said today it is 
possible that the Indians 
a r e 
survivors of the Yuri, a tribe 
from the area thought to have 
become extinct 60 years ago. 
The tribe was discovered dur­ 
ing the search for a missing fur 
trader, Julian Gil. who had gone 
into the swamp and jungle area 
near 
the 
Brazil-Peru 
border 
seeking jaguar, deer and mon­ 
key 
pelts, Carneiro said. 
He 
gave this account: 


Gil 
discovered 
a 
village of j 
about 200 Indians living in one 1 
huge maloca or conical hut He 
sent one of his two guides back 
to the settlement at La Pedrera ! 
with word to send out a search 
party if he was not back in two 
months. 
When he failed to return in 
March his brother. Efrain Gil. j 
organized a rescue party includ­ 
ing a detachment of Colombian 
navy marines. They found the 
village and captured a number 
of the tribesmen as hostages. 
Several stone axe heads were 
found 
at 
the site 
and 
tree 
stumps appeared to have been 
cut with crude tools, leading to 
the speculation that the tribe 
was in the Stone Age. 


A burial inound inside the hut 


was examined but produced no 
evidence of the missing men. 
The only traces found were a 
necklace made of buttons from 
Gil's shirt and a belt and buckle 
belonging to the guide, Carneiro 
said. 
When the search party started 
back for La Predrera with the 
hostages the next day, a skir­ 
mish resulted and the marines 
opened fire killing six natives. 
All but six of the hostages—a 
man, woman and four children 
—were then released. 
Back in La Predrera an at­ 
tempt was made to interrogate 
the hostage Indians but ques­ 
tioners were unable to commu­ 
nicate in any of more than 15 
Amazonian languages. The six 
hostages were subsequently re­ 
turned unharmed to the village.

LOS ANGELES (AP) — A 
panel of two psyc’ .triste and a 
psychologist says the slaying of 
actress Sharon Tate and four 
others at her Bel Air home must 
have been the work of more 
than one person. 
The panel also concluded in a 
report Friday to Coroner Thom 
os Noguchi that drugs were in­ 
volved in the slayings. It did not 
elaborate. 
Both conclusions agreed with 
police views. 
Noguchi told a news confer­ 
ence the panel considered theo­ 
ries that one of the killers was a 
woman and that the slayings 
were part of a death ritual. 
The evidence, Noguchi said, 
makes it unlikely that a woman 
was one of the killers. But he 
said a “ possibility still exists” 
the m urders stem m ed from a 
ritual that went too far and 
forced one or more persons into 
an induced paranoia. 
Miss Tate, wife of film direc­ 
tor Roman PoLansky, was found 
slain at ber home Aug. 9 along 
with hair stylist Jay Sebring, 
coffee bedress Abigail Folger, 
Polish producer Voityck Fro- 
kowski and 19-year-old Stephen 
Parent. 
“ It is very difficult to under­ 
stand how one person would bt 
able to accomplish a m ass kill­ 
ing,” the coroner said. 
“ Two, possibly . . . three. But 
the more the num ber it becomes 
there would be a certain group 
inhibition It is rather difficult 
for them (a larger group) to ac­ 
complish the type of injury pat­ 
terns found on the bodies.” 


Find Stone Age Indian Tribe 
Living In Colombian Jungle 


NEW YORK (A P) - An ex­ 
pert on South American Indians 
says a tribe found in a remote 
Colombian jungle seems to be 
living in the Stone Age and 
speaks an unknown language. 
Dr. Robert L. Careiro, cura­ 
tor of South American ethnology 
at the American Museum of 
Natural History’, said today it is 
possible that the Indians

survivors of the Yuri, a tribe 
from the area thought to have 
become extinct 60 years ago. 
The tribe was discovered dur­ 
ing the search for a missing fur 
trader, Julian Gil, who had gone

Mow frequently allowing only 
about one inch of growth bet­ 
ween mowings and cut high — 
about 2 to 2Vi inches on Ken­ 
tucky bluegrass, I to Hit Inches 
on 
Merlon. 
Closer 
cutting 
causes the grass 
to lose its 
vigor and beauty. 
After mowing the grass for 
tho last time this winter, be 
sure your lawnmower will start 
next spring by giving it tile 
proper care and storage. 
Prevent gum formation in tile

A year ago Chrysler held a 
market share of about 18 per 
cent among the four American 
automakers. Apparently on the

would increase, the company or­ 
dered high production for the 
1969 models. 
But by April Chrysler was 
choking in inventory. Many va­ 
cant lots around Detroit were 
jammed with P l y m o u t h s , 
Dodges and Chryslers.

slipped to 16.8 per cent com­ 
pared to a near-record high of 
18.7 a year earlier. 
At the end of June the corpo­ 
ration announced its profits for 
the first six months of 1969 were 
off by half from a year earlier. 
The lowest priced car in the 
Chrysler lineup for 1970 is the 
6 cylinder Plymouth D u s t e r 
which carries a manufacturer’s 
suggested 
price—commonly 
called sticker price—of $2,172. 
Last year the same car cost 
$2,094.
